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Craitor considering NDP federal 


Former Niagara Falls 
Liberal MPP Kim Craitor 
says he has been 
approached by the feder¬ 
al New Democrats to con¬ 
sider running for the par¬ 
ty’s nomination. 

“They've called me and 
asked me if I’d consider 
it,” said Craitor, who is 
currently a Niagara Falls 
city councillor. 

“It was unexpected. I 
was caught by surprise." 

Craitor was elected to 
city council in October’s 
municipal election, fol¬ 
lowing his abrupt resig¬ 
nation as Liberal MPP in 
September 2013 after 10 
years. 

Before that, he was a 
city councillor in the 
Honeymoon Capital from 
1990-2003. 

Craitor said when the 
NDP approached him 
about seeking the Niagara 


Falls nomination, they 
told him they recognized 
his track record, admired 
the fact he speaks out for 
what he believes in and 
thought he could be a 
“great fit” with the party. 

“We left it at that. I’m 
just thinking about it. I'll 
make some kind of a deci¬ 
sion. If I’d ever consider 
running, there would 
have to be conditions — I 
am who I am, take me for 
who I am.” 

The NDP would not 
discuss whether it had 
approached Craitor. 

Greta Levy, the party’s 
senior press secretary, 
said the NDP has not yet 
set a nomination date. 

A federal election has 
to be held on Oct. 19, 
unless the Governor 
General of Canada on the 
advice of the prime min¬ 
ister calls an election 
before then. 

During his time as a 
Liberal MPP, Craitor was 
known for 
speaking his 
mind, even if it 
went against the 
party’s official

bers when he first ran for 
the Liberals in 2003, some 
questioned the decision 
because he was the for¬ 
mer president of the 
Niagara Falls District 
Labour Council and was 
outspoken on social

“I was roundly criti¬ 
cized for running as a 
Liberal. People thought I 
was (a New Democrat),” 
he said. 

“The Liberal party did 
approach me, we had a 
conversation and I ran as

Craitor said he’ll con¬ 
sider many factors in 
deciding whether to run 
for the New Democrats. 

One factor is the other 
candidates in the race. 

Ron Planche, who 
worked for eight years as 
Craitor’s executive assis¬ 
tant when he was MPP, 
will be the Liberal candi¬ 
date. 

Incumbent MP Rob 
Nicholson, who is also 
Canada’s minister of for¬ 
eign affairs, will represent 
the Conservatives. 

And Steven Soos, a 
20-year-old Welland resi¬ 
dent, will run for the 
Green Party. 

“Ron is my friend. Rob 
Nicholson is my friend. 
They are two people I 
personally really like. For 
me, that will have a bear¬ 
ing (on his decision). 
That’s just my nature.” 

Another factor Craitor 
said he will consider is 
how residents will feel, 
since he has only 
been back on 
council for less

MPP.

At the time, he sent out 
a short press release stat¬ 
ing he was retiring to put 
his health and family first, 
but did not elaborate, 
causing rumours to start 
circulating and leading 
some to wonder whether 
he was sick. The 10-year 
Queen’s Park veteran suc¬ 
cessfully battled cancer 
in the past.

“It is important to note 
that the respondents 
(Mazza and Miele) co-op¬ 
erated hilly with my investi¬ 
gation, were forthright in 
their submissions and pro¬ 
vided timely responses to 
my requests for informa¬ 
tion" Craig reported. 

She said they agreed to a 
setdement July 16. Because 
the complaints were 
resolved informally without 
sworn affidavits, Craig said 
the correspondence and 
submissions from the 
councillors remain confi¬ 
dential and the names of 
the complainants were not 
disclosed to them. 

She said councillors are 
held to a higher standard of 
behaviour than the public 
which requires them to not 
only obey the law, but also 
act in a manner that "is of 
the highest ethical ideals so 
that their conduct can with¬ 


stand the closest public 
scrutiny’! 

Craig suggested that if a 
councillor finds that an 
issue has not been properly 
addressed by administra¬ 
tive staff, the remedy would 
be to report it to the town’s 
chief administrative officer 
or to an independent third 
party through a council res¬ 
olution. 

"The difficult challenge 
faced in the investigation 
was the navigation of the 
murky territory of the role 
of an individual member of 
council,” Craig reported. 
“This was made particular¬ 
ly difficult by the fact that I 
was working under the 
authority of a Code of 
Conduct that did not pro¬ 
vide clear parameters with¬ 
in which to conduct an 
investigation.” 


"Most municipal Codes 
of Conduct contain a code 
protocol that sets out the 
process to be followed 
when an allegation of con¬ 
travention is brought for- 

Council approved three 
recommendations in the 
integrity commissioner’s 
report regarding the gaps 
she identified in the town’s 
Code of Conduct. A work¬ 
ing group that will include 
councillors, town staff and 
the public will be struck to 
review amendments to the 
Code. Existing policies 
regarding staff complaints 
will be reviewed and access 
to areas of the town hall 
where personal informa¬ 
tion is kept and personnel 
and labour relations mat¬ 
ters are discussed will now 
be restricted to staff han¬ 


dling those files. 

“fve been around this 
(council) table for over 18 
years,” said Coun. Terry 
Flynn. “This is the first time 
I've had to deal with this. I 
hope it will be the last.” 

He said he is “really 
upset” about what hap¬ 
pened and also about other 
cases around the province 
involving complaints about 
councillors, including the 
recent incident involving 
comments by Niagara 
Region Coun. Andy 
Petrowski about gay mar¬ 
riage. He said all council¬ 
lors are being put under a 
microscope due to the 
actions of a few when 
municipalities are striving 
to become more open and 
transparent.

Clear Code of Conduct called for 


An integrity commissioner has 
filed a report of two Niagara-on-the- 
Lake councillors regarding actions 
that fall within Bill 168, the provincial 
Occupational Health and Safety Act, 
and the town's Code of Conduct bylaw. 

She said the actions of the two 
councillors did not breach Bill 168, 
but there were significant enough 
issues for settlement terms. If we 
knew the settlement terms we might 
better understand their actions and 
the consequences - was it a slap on 
the wrist they received? A reprimand? 
More serious? We don’t know. 

Much more enlightening is that 
she found gaps in the town's Code of 
Conduct, which was approved by the 
last term of councillors. 

The complaints against the 
councillors, we do know, included 
allegations of pranks, and referring to 

agree that maybe councillors should 
have known better. We wonder if there 
was an attempt to address those issues 
that might have avoided an integrity 

Other allegations involved 
councillors contacting staff directly, 
pressuring for information, rather 
than going through the administrative 
chain of command, which the 
integrity commissioner suggested as a 
simple remedy to ensure councillors 
understand how they should go about 
getting information. 

It's a little confusing to hear 
councillors are not supposed to 


address staff directly, when residents 
appearing as deputants before council 
are asked if they've tried to resolve 
their issue with staff - indeed it’s a 
question on the requisition form they 
fill out. So it seems the problem might 
be not that staff were questioned, 
but that they were pressured for 
information. 

It seems, from the limited 
information released to the public, 
that it’s possible the councillors, 
lacking clear direction in the Code 
of Conduct, might not have known 
they were doing anything wrong. 

And that rather than fearing they 
now can’t approach staff, those 
councillors who voted to hire the 
integrity commissioner should be 

so they will all know exactly how 
to seek information without acting 
improperly. It sounds exacdy what 
council intends to do. Problem solved. 

For one councillor to equate playing 
silly pranks and being too aggressive in 
a quest for information with extremely 
distasteful and disturbing remarks 
made recently by a regional councillor 
about gay marriage seems way out of 
proportion to the situation. 

Yes, councillors should be held 
accountable to a higher code. 

Clarifying that code is what 
is needed, not hand-wringing 
and hyperbole that seem like an 
overreaction when there is a clear path

Councillors defer decision to 
weigh in on Hydro One sale

A request from 
Niagara Falls MPP 
Wayne Gates for sup¬ 
port from Niagara-on- 
the-Lake council to 
oppose the province’s 
plan to sell Hydro One 
was deferred until 
September. 

Gates, whose riding 
includes Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, asked coun¬ 
cillors Monday to pass a 
motion indicating its 
“strong objection" to 
the sale of the public 
utility to private inves¬ 
tors. He said Premier 
Kathleen Wynne is 
engaged in "a bitter bat¬ 
tle" to sell Hydro One to 
fund infrastructure 


projects around the 
province - a decision he 
said most Ontario resi¬ 
dents do not support. 

“The premier may 
make money for a one¬ 
time sale, but the reve¬ 
nue will be gone forev¬ 
er," said Gates. 

He said privatization 
will result in higher 
prices for electricity and 
impact businesses, jobs 
and the tourism indus¬ 
try in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. He said young 
families and seniors 
will also suffer due to 
the increased costs. 

"We can’t make tax¬ 
payers pay for these 
errors,” said Gates, 
referring to provincial 
spending and debt load. 
“I don’t think there is

His motion also rec¬ 
ommended council ask 
the province to develop 
a sustainable, perma¬ 
nent funding source for 
ongoing infrastructure

Coun. Betty Disero's 
motion that council 
defer the issue until the 
next meeting in 
September was 
approved.
